Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the patent term adjustment 
determination based on the following: 

37 C. F. R. § 1.702(a)(1) calls for "(a) the term of an original patent shall be adjusted if 
the issuance of the patent was delayed due to the failure of the Office to: (1) Mail at least one 
of a notification under 35 U.S.C. 132 or a notice of allowance under 35 U.S.C. 151 not later 
than fourteen months after the date on which the application was filed under 35 U.S.C. 
111(a)..." The filing date of the present application under 35 USC 111(a) was June 7, 2001. 
A notification under 35 U.S.C. 132 was not provided until an Office Action was mailed on 
January 18, 2006. The period between June 7, 2001 and January 18, 2006 is estimated to be 
approximately 1683 days. Accounting for the allotted 14 month period (approximately 425 
days), the delay thereafter is calculated to be approximately 1258 days. Thus, the delay is 
believed to be 1258 days rather than 1202 days as suggested in the Notice of Allowance. 
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Applicants do not believe that there were any circumstances constituting a failure to 
engage in reasonable efforts to conclude processing or examination of such application as set 
forth in § 1.704. 

Applicants believe that all of the criteria of 37 C. F. R. § 1.705 (b)(1) and (b)(2) have 
been met.
